PEOPLE'S COURT TRIES, SENTENCES GRAIN THIEVES

[Article by Tran Thu: "Crackdown On Grain Thieves") 


[Text] On 28 January 1961, the provincial people's court held a public session to 
try Nguyen Huy Xuan, Tran Van Tich, Hoang The Linh, middle-level cadres at the 
Vinh City grain transportation station, as well as Dao Xuan Nghiem, port coordi- 
nator at Cua Hoi harbor, Nguyen Xuan Van, Dinh Trong Cau, Truong Dang Phuong, 
Nguyen Van Ngo, Nguyen Phan, Le Chat, Ho Ngoc The, Hua Huu “goi, Ho Hoan, Truong 
Van Quan, Nguyen Chi Thanh, Truong Phu, Ho Ba Ba...members of the Tien Thuy trans- 
portation cooperative (Quynh Luu), for embezzlement, illegal sale of socialist 
properties and economic hoarding. 


Cau, Phuong and accomplices were ordered by the Tien Thuy Cooperative to transport wheat 
unloaded from the VS ships at Cua Hoi Harbor to the grain bureau of Quynh Luu Dis- 
trict. They then conspired with Xuan, Tich, Linh and Nghiem to steal the state 

wheat for illegal sale. Dao Xuan Nghiem took back bills of lading from individual 

boat owners and replaced them with new ones, that reflected an amount of wheat 
smaller than that actually transported. The bost owners were asked to submit t 
falsified receipts to the Quynh Luu grain bureau for settlement. That trick has 
allowed them to steal 13,052 kgs of wheat from the state. Cau, Phuong and Van gave 
Tich, Linh and Nghiem 9,810 dong to be split among then.

Along the way from Cua Hoi to Quynh Luu, Phuong, Cau and Ngo sold 13,052 kgs of 
wheat for 17,520 dong. To cover up their crime, Phuong and accomplices have bought 
off a number of cadres in the management committee of Tien Thuy transportation co- 


operative. 


The provincial prople's court sentenced Tran Van Tich to 13 years in jail, Nguyen 
Huy Xuan to 12 years in jail, Dao Xuan Nghiem to 8 years in jail, Nguyen Xuan Van to 
8 years in jail, Dinh Trong Cau to 6 years in jail, and Hoan The Linh to 6 years in 
jail.

grams per month at the local grain bureau, Families will maintain the same grain 
system until the soldier finds a job; clothing and alteration expenses will be pro- 
vided; agencies receiving returning discharged soldiers who were workers or public 
servants have the responsibility for arranging jobs and counting their service time 
for seniority in appraising wage levels; and female soldiers will be provided suita- 
ble vocations or chosen for industrial-agricultural supplementary schools in order 
to continue their education. Soldiers half way through college and professional 
schools will now have the time to review and be introduced to their schools for con- 
tinuing their studies.

2. The full value as inscribed on each of all the types of banknotes issued by 
the State Bank and currently in circulation is still guaranteed.

NEED FOR A SOCIALIST BANKING SYSTEM DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 5 May 81 p 2 


[Article by Nguyen Duy Gia, Director General, Vietnam State Bank: "Building a 
Socialist Banking System"] 


[Text] The State Bank has unceasingly developed against a unique national back- 
drop--building the economy while fighting the imperialist aggressor; moving forward 
from a backward, fragmentated, and small-scale agricultural economy to socialism 
without going through the state of capitalistic growth. Since 6 May 1951, at which 
time President Ho Chi Minh signed the decree establishing revolutionary banks, our 
banking branch has made much headway. We have established an independent, sover- 
eign and nationally unified monetary system as well as a relatively comprehensive 
credit and settlement system capable of concentrating capital and using it to serve 
the nation's economy through various revolutionary periods. The banking sector 

has set up a nationwide network, from the central echelon down to districts, wards 
and villages; it also has relations with more than 60 countries and over 300 mone- 
tary and credit institutions in the world. 


These overall achievements have had a major impact on the economic, political and 
social fields, clearly reflecting our party and state's big success in building 
and developing the state bank sector. 


But aside from these achievements there are shortcomings, inexperience and rigid 
red tape, as a result of which efforts at centralized and unified control and 
management of money and credit have not properly served the implementation of 
state plans. 


To help the state bank properly plan its role and to gradually build a large so- 
cialist banking system in our country, we must fully grasp the following points 
of view and basic theory in carrying out the monetary, credit and banking work. 


1. Credit and sources of credit capital in the nation's economy originate in the 
gross social product, which in turn originates in social re-production. This is 


an important postulate. 





Economically speaking, sources of credit capital and credit are an integral part 
of gross social product. They must be rationally and correctly assessed in order 
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to efficiently address and solve the current imbalance in the nation's economy. 
They are also an important measure designed to develop and fully utilize the coun- 
try's economic potential and to speed up the rate of building socialiem. 


2. Since there is an objective relationship between commodities and currency in 
socialism, objective requirements demand the assurance of unity between material 
and financial planning as a fundamental national economic premise for guarantee- 
ing continuity and a high degree of efficiency in the process of social re-produc- 
tion. At the same time, the very assurance of this unity is a fundamental require- 
ment for improving the planning of the processes of reproduction and the expansion 
of socialism and for having economic leadership and management that is consistent 
with efforts to improve and correctly use the relationships between commodities, 
currency, credit, markets and prices. On that basis, we must boost the role of 
currency, credit and banking in building national economic plans and in efficiently 
controlling and managing production and business activities in accordance with 
socialist economic management methods. 


3. The theoretical analysis and the need for assuring unity of the process of 
mobilizing material resources and finance in the nation's economy must originate 
in and be directly tied to the circulation and turnover of material and monetary 
capital, using them closely in determining the total needs in monetary and credit 
capital fur the economy. 


A regular major task of the State Bank is to bring about homogeneity in credit 
plans, national economic plans and state budget drafts so as to make socialist 
social re-production more efficient. The reason is that the rational formation 
and circulation of monetary capital in direct relation to the circulation and 
turnover of material capital--an extremely important and urgent requirement in 
high-efficiency economic management--must be correctly understood and strictly 
carried out within the economic management system, first of all within the state 
bank system. 


4. Differentiation of term periods for monetary capital and credit in a socialist 
economy in the planning process will determine the capability of circulation, 
consumption and the realization of values--in other words, ensure that monetary 
capital provides economic balances. 


Nevertheless, in the process of carrying out plans, contradictions appear between 
balanced aspects of the national economy; therefore we must correlate all policy 
decisions and planning work with laws concerning the mobilization of currency in 
order to achieve efficiency and balance for the national economy. This has a 
special meaning and a great impact on the formation and implementation of the 
policy of utilizing and stabilizing currency circulation (including the objective 
relationships between currency and all economic regulations, as well as the effect 
of currency on various stages in the production process). 


5. In socialist production relationships, monetary and credit planning is a major 
state tool; it must be used properly to support and tie together the commodity- 
currency relationship in the entire economic system and the socialist economic 


management network. 














The planning of financial and credit relationships is based on state budget plans, 
enterprise financial plans, and credit and credit sources plans, and will be de- 
fined by the process of material development. This regulatory economic arrangement 
must be defined and adopted in such a way as to exert a direct and efficient im- 
pact on material development, to satisfy the logical requirements of material de- 
velopment, to strengthen the cost accounting system, to respect the regulations 

on credit allocation, to ensure unity between credit plans and material plans in 
the economy, and to increase the efficiency of the national economy. 


Recently, many new resolutions of the party and state have been issued and are 
developing their impact, particularly decisions 25, 26 and 64 of the Council of 
Ministers. There have been some signs of improvement in economic and social life; 
but on the whole, the economy is still confronting many serious difficulties and 
negative aspects, even in the state economic sector. 


The State Bank has strived to properly carry out credit and settlement work so as 
to solve the most pressing problem at the present time--monetary work. The State 
Bank continues to expand credit, first of all credit for movable capital; but at 
the same time it will tighten credit and ensure that the volume of credit increase 
each year for each branch, each enterprise, and each cooperative, is rational and 
in line with the increase in volume and material value. The State Bank must come 
up with an active credit policy that is in compliance with the fundamental prin- 
ciple that it has high economic efficiency and planning. Bank credit management 
must come under centralized and unified state control, so as to ensure that the 
circulation of credit correlates with, reflects and promotes the material and fi- 
nancial movement in each economic unit and in the entire economy. 


The State Bank must intensify work on sources of capital, and promptly and fully 
amass and manage money that is temporarily lying unused in the economy. Since 
national income and economic accumulation are still low, we must carefully calcu- 
late the levels of capital rationally needed and invest in each branch, economic 
region, and enterprise, and we must ensure that it is used with high economic 
efficiency. 


The State Bank is now addressing the following tasks: 


l. Set rational loan levels, firmly manage and control loans, urge and control 

the delivery of products in required quantities to the state in keeping with the 
spirit and letter of decree 64-CP of the Council of Ministers; properly organize 
settlement work without using cash, promptly amass in the bank all cash in excess 
of the amount of reserves set for each unit, positively consider and settle linger- 
ing debts and instances of misappropriation of capital in the economy; help and 
encourage economic branches and enterprises to properly build and manage the three- 
part plans for production, commercial business and finance as well as separate 

cost accounting for each commodity fund in accordance with state regulations. 
Thoroughly review credit activities; encourage enterprises to reexamine economic- 
technical standards, increase output, reduce production and transportation costs 

on the basis of respect for the enterprise's right to master its own production, 
business and finance; at the same time, maintain and properly play the role as 
manager and controller of the State Bank's money. 
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2. Actively and timely follow and react to economic changes; actively contribute 
to planning trom the grassroots level to the district, province, city and sector 
levels so as to build cash and credit plans with good quality and dependable 
economic backing, and utilize these plans as tools to direct banking activities. 
Concentrate effort on positively and efficaciously utilizing monetary and credit 
measures to step up production--first of all, grain and food production, produc- 
tion of consumer goods and for export--properly carry out the policies for pur- 
chasing goods and keeping tabs on sources of goods, properly carry out the credit 
policy for capital construction, firmly supervise the use of wage and bonus funds 
of economic branches and units. 


Grassroots level banks are fully responsible for helping and supporting what ie 
new and progressive, but must courageously use their authority in rejecting what 
is conservative and negative, what is contrary to principles and policies, and 
what is not economically efficient. 


3. Properly manage the issuing of currency, and regulate its circulation by eco- 
nomic sector, and season; keep tabs on cash in the people's hands so as to have 
appropriate measures for mobilizing and managing it; make predictions based on cur- 
rency circulation and the economic situation in order to move toward having calcu- 
lated and regulated currency circulation, and actively ard firmly control monetary 
activities in the economy. 


The State Bank will adjust the mechanism for regulating the issuance of currency, 
ensuring compliance with the principle of highly centralized and unified monetary 
Management by the state. It will rearrange planning work on cash receipts and 
expenditures; on firmly and regularly controlling the status of receipts and ex- 
penditures, and cash in reserve funds; and on implementing cash management systems 
in Sranches and units, with the resolute disciplining of units and individuals who 
violate the cash regulations. On the other hand, the State Bank must see to it 
that there is enough cash to make disbursements listed in plans; and it has the 
right to refuse supplying cash to requirements that are not planned (save special 
circumstances concerning national defense and activities and the combat of natural 
calamities) and that do not generate corresponding and concrete economic results. 


4. To properly carry out the above tasks, the State Bank must urgently improve 
its organization; send more skilled cadres to grassroots level banks, to begin 
with, to those in key districts and wards, and in concentrated economic zones; 
review, improve and augment banking regulations and procedures; consolidate plan- 
ning and information reporting work; and build throughout the sector a new work 
style with concrete programs and goals, with strict discipline and with a high 
sense of responsibility. 


Developing banking work is a common task for the entire party and people. The 
State Bank can only fully develop its positive impact on the economy through total 
synchronization with other economic activities deriving from a perfect and effi- 
cient mechanism of economic management. Naturally, in its own sphere, the State 
Bank must positively develop its active role and sense of responsibility to con- 
tribute to creating a comprehensive and synchronized transformation and the estab- 
lishment of an appropriate and efficient mechanism for economic management in the 
present revolutionary period of our country.

[Ten-day review of agricultural news] 


[Text] Fair weacher over the past week was favorable for the harvesting of 
5th month-spring rice and fulfillment of the food obligation toward the state. 
According to the Statistics General Department, the northern provinces and 
cities by 15 June reaped more than 80 percent of their 5th month-spring rice 
crop area, or an average of 24,000 hectares per day. So far many provinces 
have basically completed their harvest, except for mountain provinces which 
have the custom of late planting. 


According to preliminary calculations, the actual yield of 5th month-spring 

rice in the various areas may be higher than initially planned. Haiphong 
Municipality has completed its harvest with an ou.put of 25 quintals per hectare, 
some 5 quintals per hectare more than last year's spring crop. Most of the 
families which received contracts overfulfilled their contracts. 


Thanks to its adoption of the product-based contract system with laborers, 
Thanh Hoa Province exceeded its transplanting area for this year's 5th month- 
spring crop. Despite the presence of insects and inclement weather toward the 
end of the season, this province harvested a successful 5th month-spring crop. 
Its harvest is now complete and its rice yield is 22 quintals per hectare, an 
increase of 5 quintals per hectare over last year's crop. This is one of 
Thanh Hoa's bumper 5th month-spring crops. 


Despite heavy rains in early June and waterlogging and flooding of a number of 
ricefields in low-lying areas, cooperatives and cooperative members in Ha Nam 
Ninh Province still went to the field to promptly harvest their rice. By 
mid-June, the whole province completed harvesting its 5th month-spring rice. 
According to preliminary calculations, its yield this year is more than 

25 quintals per hectare, an increase of some 4 quintals per hectare over last 
year's Sth month-spring crop. 


Enthusiastic over the success of the Sth month-spring crop, our peasants took 
advantage of the fair and warm weather over the past week to deliver good paddy 














to state granaries, As of mid-June, the northern provinces and cities fulfilled 
more than 36 percent of their obligation toward the state. Nehe Tinh Province 
and Haiphong Municipality overfulfilled their plan of food procurement for the 
Sth month-spring crop. Some 20 districts and cities and more than 650 coopera- 
tives in northern provinces fulfilled their food obligation for the 5th month- 
spring crop out of which more than 30 cooperatives fulfilled their food obliga- 
tion for the whole year of 1981, The speed of food procurement for this year's 
Sth month-spring crop was twice that of the same period last year. 


With regard to the 10th month rice crop production, a number of norms such as 
sowing of LOth month seeds, plowing and preparing of manure have increased over 
the same period last year. The provinces and cities have sowed on more than 

80 percent of the 10th month rice crop area. Since the recent heavy rains 
damaged thousands of hectaree of rice seedlings, the localities with damaged 
seedlings have promptly sown more seeds so as to have enough seedlings for 
transplantation, particularly early seedlings. 


Worthy of note at present is the status of cultivation. So far the northern 
provinces and cities have tilled some 500,000 hectares, or 1.5 times that of 
the same period last year. However, considering this year's entire season for 
the 10th month crop, this cultivation speed is still slow. The area of land 
cultivatec by machinery of seven provinces--Thanh Hoa, Ha Nam Ninh, The! inh, 
Hai Hung, Hanoi, Ha Bac and Quang Ninh--amounts to only 7 percent of the area 
cultivated since the beginning of the season. A number of cooperatives which 
failed in caring well for their draft animals during the last 5th month~spring 
crop lack draft power for cultivation in this 10th month crop season because 
many of their draft animals collapsed, and so forth. 


In order to make up for slow cultivation, the cooperatives have organized hoeing 
of their ricefields. The hoeing movement is spreading in all the delta and 
midland provinces. 


In the southern provinces, after basically transplanting the summer-fall rice, 
our peasants have concentrated on transplanting the 10th month rice. As of 
mid-June, southern provinces transplanted on some 500,000 hectares of summer- 
fall rice, an increase of over 10,000 hectares over the same period last year. 
However, this is only slightly more than 70 percent of this year's plan. The 
season for transplanting of summer-fall rice has now ended, yet a number of 
provinces have attained only a small percentage. While Dong Thap and Dong Nai 
provinces overfulfilled their transplantation plan and while An Giang and 

Hau Giang nearly fulfilled their transplantation plan, Long An, Song Be, 

Ben Tre and Minh Hai provinces attained only from 20 to over 50 percent of their 
plans. 


Along with transplanting summer-fall rice, the southern provinces and cities 
have transplanted on more than 400,000 hectares of 10th month rice. A high 
speed of transplantation was achieved in the provinces of the Mekong Delta. 
Our peasants have transplanted floating rice in the low-lying areas to cope 
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with high levels of water. Dong Thap, An Giang, Hau Giang, Kien Giang and 

Long An provinces have each transplanted on from 50,000 to over 90,000 hectares. 
Compared with the same period last year, the progress of transplantation 

of 10th month rice in southern provinces was slow. 


With regard to growing of vegetables, subsidiary crops and industrial plants, 
while concentrating on harvesting the 5th month-spring crop and transplanting 
summer-fall and lOth month rice, provinces and cities throughout the country 
grew an additional 30,000 hectares of vegetables, subsidiary crops and cash 
crops, with the arean of soybeans increasing by more than 20,000 hectares. 


The northern provinces and cities, after picking winter-spring sweet potatoes, 
have reaped tens of thousands of hectares of sweet potato stems to prepare for 
planting in the next winter crop. 


Dear friends, in the time to come, the regions should concentrate on doing well 
the fellowing main tasks: 


In the northern provinces: to rapidly reap the late 10th month-spring rice that 
has not been harvested, to promptly and adequately fulfill the food obligation 
toward the state and to concentrate on tilling the 10th month crop; to concentrate 
draft power to harrow the fields of early 10th month rice so that cooperative 
members may transplant their early 10th month seedlings; to further speed up 
the rate of cultivation; to reinspect the quantity of seeds sown, to balance it 
against the area of ricefields that must be transplanted and to start sowing 
more seeds at once if needed so that enough good seedlings will be assured for 
transplantation; to care well for the seedlings and to keep them from being 
damaged by insects, and at the same time, to prepare an adequate amount of 
reserve seedlings; to maintain an adequate number of hogs after the harvest 

and give innoculations to domestic animals and poultry during the fall crop. 


In the southern provinces: we must complete the transplantation of summer-fall 
rice, accelerate the transplantation of the 10th month crop and strive to grow 
vegetables and subsidiary crops on all of the areas for the summer-fall crop, 
especially the soybe.n area. We must promptly eradicate the animal and poultry 
diseases that have ap, eared to prevent them from spreading.

EDITORIAL EMPHASIZES FLOOD, STORM CONTROL MEASURES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 12 May 81 p 1 
/Editorial : "Flood, Storm Counter Measures''/ 


{Text/ The primary material and technical base of flood and storm control is the 
dike and retaining wall system and a number of reservoirs and flood diversion dams, 
The repair and reinforcement of water conservancy projects to provide them with the 
strength to withstand high water and heavy storms is a major task which must be con- 
pleted before the typhoon season, 


Experience has indicated that if strengthening and reinforcing the dikes and retain- 
ing walls and preparation of equipment is not good, meaning allowing the water to 
reach your feet before you jump, it will lead to serious consequences when natural 
disasters occur. Prevention initiative is a method of active flood and control re- 
sistance, 


Key elements for attaining results in dike protection are sufficient patrol and guard 
forces and well-organized and trained assault forces in villages along the dikes, 
Swift establishment and technical guidance of these forces to promptly discover and 
deal with damaged locations and termite nests and to plug breaches when necessary 

are initial tasks making it possible to take the initiative in promptly confronting 
storms and floods with on-the-spot forces and equipment. 


Every preparation must be emphasized over the entire line while simultaneously giving 
the proper level of concern to key points and vital dike sections, The supplies and 
equipment in these locations must be consistent with the prevention and control of 
possible serious occurrences, Locations in which seepage could occur must prepare 
sand, gravel and crushed rock, Locations which easily crumble must have sand bags 
prepared. Supplies and equipment must be well-managed and protected. 


Support communications for weather and hydrologic spotting, surveying and forecasting 
must have thorough transmission of prompt and accurate information and directives in 
order for local areas and sectors to take active counter measures and to predict the 
capabilities of the storm or flood to choose plans in confronting the most serious 
consequences. 


Counter measures against storms and heavy waterlogging rain must also give attention 


to assuring safety for production, the lives of the people, warehouses, supplies and 
other property. Perfect plans for resisting waterlogging in each district, highly 
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respect area levees, overcome dependence on electric pumping stations and fully 


prepare rudimentary equipment for resisting waterlogging in the fields when heavy 
rains occur, 


This year, dike construction is fair but that of retaining walls, the repair of cul- 
verts under dikes and the drainage of river beds in areas requiring flood drainage 
is still slow. Local areas must rapidly inspect every aspect of flood and storm 
control and promptly complete remaining work, This work must be closely coordinated 
with production supervision and must receive constant concern until the end of the 
typhoon season,

CONTRACTED WORK, CONTRACTED PRODUCE IN AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVES 


Hanoi VIETNAM COURIER in English Mar 81 pp 14, 15

N the North, agricultural cooper- 
ation was basically completed 
in 1960, and further consolidat- 

ed in 1965 when most cooperatives 
adopted a more advanced, “ higher 
level", system (public ownership 
of all means of production and 
distribution of profit according to 
work done). Contracted work 
made its appearance: for a set 
amount of work, the farmer 
received a set number of work- 
points; 10 work-points amounted 
to a work-day. 


In the beginning, as the coop- 
eratives were small and lacked 
equipment, the production brigades 
took charge of all the farm work. 
They distributed the farm-hands 
according to the work 1o be done, 
with due attention to individual 
skills and strength: the men 
would take on the heavier jobs 
such as tilling, while the women 
did the lighter ones (rice trans- 
planting. weeding). Contract work 
was a step forward compared 
with the method of working for 
a daily wage as formerly applied, 
but it had the disadvantage of 
being based upon the number of 
work-days irrespective of the qual- 
ity of the work. Co-op members 
thus tended to’work to get as 
many work-points as possible, 
which incited them to scamp their 
work and shorten their working 
time. 

To put an end to this state of 
affairs, the “ work-point com- 
puting “system was applied which 


[Text] 
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introduced a measure of quality 
control of the daily work done by 
each farmer—length of work, 
respect of technical norms — in 
— 1— his work-points. This 

itially had some effect, 
but was not successful in the long 
run. Firstly, agricultural work is 
not codified by strict regulations 
like industrial work, and conse- 
quently it is very difficult to con- 
trol it, particularly when the 
cooperating still lacks mechanized 
equipment. Then as the team 
members r - ail neighbours or 
relatives + *- indulgent 
towards one rf and mind 
only their own business. Their 
slapdash work mekes it necessary 
for the cooperative to employ 
other workers to control and rec- 
tify it, thus causing an inflation 
of work-points, squandering both 
labour force and materials, and 
reducing the value of the work- 
days. 


Since 1970, small cooperatives 
have merged into large ones cover- 
ing several hamlets and even ‘the 
whole commune. The material and 
technical bases have developed 
(storehouses, drying yards, 
engineering stations...). The fields 
have been re-drawn. A new dis- 
tribution of labour has been 
introduced, and specialized teams 
have made their appearance 
(tiMing, irrigation, seed selection, 
manuring, plant protection). The 
production brigades undertake to 
do the remaining work. In this 














period the agricultural coopera. 
tives accumulated « rich exper. 
ence if Management, they 
conducted pedological surveys, 
elaborated projects and = exper- 
mented with the new process of 
production, and on this basis, 
determined economic and technical 
norms for the entire production 
process in order to consolidate the 
contract system. 


On the basis of this preparatory 
work,.the cooperative signs con- 
tracts with the specialized teams 
and discusses with them the num- 
ber of days needed for each job 
after taking into account its volume 
aod quality, For the remaining 
jobs, the production brigade ap- 
plies the “three point contract” 
system , the three points ore: 


~ Contracted produce. This 
consists in allotting @ certain cul- 
tivated area to cach production 
brigade, and setting # quote of 
produce to be collected which 
varies according to the mature of 
the crop aod the fertility of the 
soil 7 
~ Contracted costs. This ts based 
on the technical norms of cach 
crop and on the means available 
from the cooperative to calculate 
the expenses defrayed by the 
production brigade to obtain seeder, 
fertilizers, petrol, insecticides, and 
to repair the implements needed 
for production. 

~ Contracted work-points. This 
is based on the norms set for 
labour, for cach job handed out 
by the cooperative, and fixes the 
work points necessary to produce 
the crop contracted and to be paid 
to the producer after the harvest. 


According to the regulation, the 
production brigades may receive 
a reward amounting jo 8° — 10x 
of the surplus of the contracted 
produce or may oe fined go ~ 70% 
of the deficit

ing On “three-point contract” 
with the cooperatives, they sign 
contracts with cach peasant team 
or individual peasant. These do 
the final work (tending the crop 
and harvesting) as these jobs en- 
able them to exercise their skills 
and make use of the material 
resources and labour of their 
family members. The area allotted 
to them under the “ three-point 
contract" is discussed with the 
production brigade.

At present our agricultural coop- 
eratives are mot yet technically 


developed, they tend # great 
variety of plants and animals, and 
lack material and technical bases. 
their production work is done 
almost entirely by hand and de- 
pends largely on the whime of 
nature , the level of their manager - 
ial cadres is still low. Im this 
situation, they are urged to opt 
for one of the two styles of 
work ~ old or new — according to 
their concrete conditions. 

As the interests and responsibi- 
ities of the farmers are thereby 
closely related to their tinal 
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produce, the eew forme of con- 
tract have becomg an incentive to 
work, within the framework of 
the cooperative and ite devision 
of labour, 

With this new form of contract 
ihe co-op members can make the 
best use of their labour and lend, 
fulfil the norms in a voluntary 
manner, apply technical innove- 
tions to their work, save produc: 
lion costs, improve the quality of 
their work, raise coonomic effi- 
ciency and spare control work 
for the cooperative, Thanks to 
these types of contracts, produc: 
tion «is «imereased, the co-op 
members’ incomes rise, and 
consequently ihe cooperative can 
increase its accumulation of capital 
and supply greater quantities of 
farm produce to the State. 


In practice, these new types of 


In a word, they are an improve- 
ment over the former “ three- 
point contract”. In the new 
contractual incentives system, the 
“contracted work” system con- 
tinues to work, with the differen: 
ce that “it ie bound to the final 
produce”. In this way, the co-op 
farmers can draw benefits from 
their work days end at the 
same time derive a profit from 
the surplus of their “contracted 
produce”. Practice has shown 
that this system hes definite 
advantages as it is more suitably

News Release: “Hanoi Assigns Stock Maising Contracts to Cooperative Member 
amilies; Minh Hai Takes Advantage of Karly Season Rain, Increases Plowing Rate"/ 


/ Agricultural cooperatives in rural Hanoi have more than 82,250 cattle; in- 
cluding 57,872 draft animals, in the recent spring rice contracting, because draft 
power was not well-managed or controlled, cooperatives in rural Hanoi allowed a situ- 
ation to oceur in which coooperative members forced cattle to work to their utmost 
and a number died, 


Rectifying the shortcoming above and actively preparing draft power for the coming 
10th-month crop, nearly all the cooperatives in rural Hanoi have contracted stock- 
raising to the cooperative member family, The cooperatives have classified and 
assigned work point norms closely coordinated with each buffalo and cow assigned to 
the cooperative member for care; while similtaneously providing guidance to produc- 
tion units in establishing plowing levels for each animal in order to both assure 
land work in keeping with the agricultural season for the contracted cooperative 
members and to assure the health of the draft animals, Besides the cooperative men- 
ber families primarily responsible for the cattle, other laborers are responsible 
for partially providing good quality cattle feed during the urgent agricul tural 
season. Many cooperatives have set aside from 5 to 10 hectares of land for grass 
or high density corn to serve as reserve cattle feed. 


The cooperatives have also stipulated that families not raising cattle must provide 
part of the hay on their contract area to stockraising families responsible for work- 
ing the land; and have simultaneously fined stockraising families for not providing 
good care while awarding from 15 to 20 kilograms of grain along with a number of in 
kind items to those providing good care, Plownen well-protecting and using cattle 
will also receive appropriate awards from the cooperatives after each season. 


In order to compensate for the cattle that died during the recent season, coopera- 
tives in rural Hanoi have actively coordinated with highland provinces to purchase 
an additional 3,000 draft animals while simultaneously urging cooperative member 
families to provide capital for purchasing cattle in order to work land for the co- 
operative, 


Minh Hai has encountered difficulties in fue' and spare parts, vehicle and machine 
preparations are not yet good and land utilization has achieved only about 70 percent. 











Supervision has not been prompt after harvesting rice from the previous season, Dry- 


land plowing has been slow: by 20 April, only 5,990 heetares had been achieved (in- 
cluding 3,000 hectares by state farms and cooperatives), 54,7 percent of the sam 
period last year, Ca Mau District with dry-land area has only achieved 990 hectares, 
Thoi Binh District has achieved 316 hectares and many other districts have only 
achieved from 60 to 100 hectares, 


The early season rains were extremely convenient for working the land, especially by 
machine, Working the land is not only important to intensive cultivation but is also 

a decisive factor in assuring the raising of 330,000 hectares of rice for the entire 
year, firet of all assuring the sowing and transplanting of 30,000 hectares of sumer- 
fall rice, 150,000 hectares of early l0th-month rice and 30,000 hectares of the second 
crop after harvesting the summer-fall rice, Minh Hai Province has promptly supervised 
efforts to take advantage of early rain storms to rapidly promote the rate of land 
work, Tractors and draft animale have been concentrated in working the land iomediately 
after the early season rain, Farwers have gone into the fields to build area and plot 
levees in order to retain water in the fields and support the land work,

PADDY EXCHANGE FOR UREA FERTILIZER PROGRESSES

MISTAKE ALLOWS HIGH RISE APARTMENTS FREE ELECTRICITY

[Text] The high rise in Cho Sat was completed many years ago and its apartments 
have been assigned to the people.

HALPHONG PORT IMPROVES CARGO HANDLING PROCEDURES

Master" / 


/ The Material Supply and Receiving Corporation of the Import Export Federation 

Ministry of Supply) is one of the major cargo masters at Haiphong Port. This unit 
serves many supply sectors such as metals, equipment, parts, electrical materials, 
chemicals, etc, Whether the cargo is rapidly or slowly withdrawn and transhipped 
has a direct effect on clearing the port, Since the beginning of the second quarter, 
the amount of imported goods has not been much greater and cadres, workers and mter- 
ial facilities have remained the same but with new working methods, the average daily 
amount of cargo withdrawn and transshipped (except for days of unprecedented obstac- 
les) has increased by nearly 40 percent over the first quarter and more than 20 per- 
cent over the last 6 months of last year, These new methods have produced initial 
economic effectiveness and assured coordination of the three interests, 


Reducing Centers, Renewing Formulas 


The corporation defines its regular and central mission as withdrawing cargo and 
promptly transshipping it to primary level production and business units, Cargo 
withdrawal and transshipment are closely related to and promote each other, Based 
on the mission above, the corporation reorganized labor in a cargo handling and 
transportation assembly line consisting of all of the steps of shipping and receiv- 
ing, planning, transportation control, crane units, etc, At the same time, relying 
on present capabilities, the corporation replanned warehouse and yard areas within 
the scope of the corporation in accordance with the principle of convenient cargo 
withdrawal and transshipment. Under the old method, there were four units in acc- 
cordance with each cargo sector team: metals-chemicals-electrical materials; spare 
parts; equipment; and technical supplies. With many centers, each unit had its ow 
individual formla of shipping and receiving; usually, a sufficient amount of cargo 
was withdrawn from the ship, stored in the warehouse and only then was the production 
or business unit informed to come and receive it; and the percentage of cargo direct- 
ly delivered was not great, This method is swift in withdrawing cargo from the ship 
or delivering it from the port. However, with limited material facilities and trans- 
portation means, the cargo was not promptly transshipped, piled up, occupied ware- 
houses and piers and resulted in an increasingly slower receipt rate, 


The four cargo sector units above are now combined under the direct control of the 
corporation, With only ome center in contact with the port, trade is more rapid 
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and convenient, At the same time, the corporation has improved its formla for 
withdrawing and transshipping cargo by expanding direct delivery from the ship or 
pier to primary level business and production units; reducing cargo storage in ware- 
houses and on piers to the lowest level, Area material supply corporations and pri- 
mary level production and business units arriving here to receive cargo only pass 
through the primary corporation for trade procedure steps while the cargo follows 
the roads and transportation means directly to the place of use, With this initial 
improvement, auch cargo handling has been eliminated, warehouse storage expenses and 
cargo damage and loss has been reduced and production and business requirements have 
been promptly served, Moreover, the available transportation means of the customers 
have been fully utilized and exploited, Of the volume of cargo withdrawn and trans- 
shipped daily by the corporation, nearly 25 percent uses the transportation means 


(land) of customers, The proportion of directly supplied cargo has increased by 5 
to 10 percent, 


Clearly Assigning Power and Responsibility 


The corporation has strengthened the direct supervision and control of cadres in each 
unit and team at the port, When the cargo withdrawal and transshipment was not well- 
organized, most of the work at the site emphasized receipt and cadres were not regu- 
larly or promptly present, There were not a few occasions in which workers all arriv- 
ed and means were prepared but ultimately the work was half done or cargo withdrawal 
and transshipment during the day attained extremely small results solely because 
there was no cadre present to handle a few impediments. Improvement of the cargo 
shipping and receiving formla now demands the constant presence of a cadre, espec- 
ially a unit or team cadre, The corporation arranges and rearranges these ranks, 
initially clearly assigning the powers and responsibilities of each individual in 
accordance with the command and control nature of the work in each step in the cargo 
withdrawal and transshipment assembly line. All cadres from the corporation direct- 
or to the unit leader, assistand unit leader, bureau chief, etc, have a system of 
specific responsbility and assignment, regularly relieving each other at the corp- 
oration's cargo withdrawal and transshipment locations throughout all 24 hours. 

This arrangement is consistent with the characteristics and nature of material re- 
ceipt and supply. Because the cargo withdrawal and transshipment often is depen- 
dent on transportation means, bridges and roads, rivers, sources of goods and custo- 
mers, promises made in accordance with a previously set time or plan are impossible. 
With such contract movement periods, if a few difficulties occur and there are not 
enough cadres with sufficient authority for prompt solution, a situation of stalled 
vehicles, clogged piers, mutual hindrance and low cargo handling productivity can 
easily occur, 


Clearly recognizing the effect of cadres regularly present at the port and progress 
made in the cargo withdrawal and transshipment situation, many respondible workers 
have additional enthusiasm and confidence in increasing their labor productivity. 

The number of lazy and dependent individuals, cargo thefts, etc. have gradually de- 
clined, Because corporation cadres maintaining close contact with work at the port 
more clearly understand the difficulties and advantages in each of the unit's work 
shifts and promptly ascertain the weak and strong points, they promptly formlate 

methods of improving supervision, control and achievement organization steps. When 
they saw that transshipment of cargo from the port to the nearby warehouses of the 
corporation could still use additional rudimentary means of transportation, trans- 

portation control, financial affairs and planning cadres suggested to the corporat- 
ion that an additional 30 carts be constructed, raising the total to 60 carts, The 
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forces using these rudimentary means of transportation, consisting of all the cadres, 
workers and support personnel, especially the laborers and the technical and admin- 
istrative detachments, accepted a contract for building additional carts in off duty 
hours, both increasing the income of their families and partially assisting in clear- 
ing the port, Of the total amount of cargo withdrawn and transshipped by the corpor- 
ation, nearly 3 percent uses these handcrafted means, Again, when they saw that the 
port during the hours of the third shift had a relatively stable supply of electricity 
but few people or vehicles, cadres in the shipping and receiving and crane units more 


rationally arranged labor forces, increased the number of operational vehicles and 
cranes and raised the number of trips, 


Uniform Cash Awards 


To assure orderly achievement of the two methods above and to improve shipping, re- 
ceiving and supply managewent along 4 socialist business course, the corporation 
applies an economic lever of uniform cash awards for all steps in the cargo with- 
drawal and transshipment line, including management and support detachments, Be- 
sides that, there are also cash award contracts with units concerned in cargo with- 
drawal and transshipment such as the port, railroad, inland waterway, warehouses and 
stations, The basis for setting award norms is to take the average monthly volume 
of cargo withdrawn and transshipped by the corporation during 1980 and add an addit- 
ional 11 percent, Units and bureaus in the corporation compare this with their own 
mission in order to establish specific norms, Anyone achieving these norms is con- 
sidered as fulfilling his obligation; those under the norm are reduced in pay at a 
fixed percentage; and those over the norm, depending on each level, receive a much 
greater award, For example, a shipping and receiving unit each month must assure 
movement of 16,000 tons of cargo from the port and this is divided into specific 
norms in accordance with each cargo sector, metals, chemicals, parts, etc. If the 
unit exceeds the norm by from 1,000 to 2,000 tons, it receives a 1.2 dong award for 
each ton in excess of the norm; 2 dong over that; and the highest level is 6 dong. 
Between the cargo sectors, depending on the complexity or simplicity, the cash award 
for 1 ton in excess differs such as spare parts three times that of equipment, scien- 
tific and technical equipment six times that of metals, etc, If the transportation 
control detachment hires vehicles, cranes and barges outside the corporation to ex- 
ceed the assigned norm, a cash award is given in accordance with the tons of cargo 
and tle length of the transportation route, When self-organizing a closed conveyor 
belt to move cargo from the ship directly to the stipulated location in a complete 
and safe manner, all the shipping and receiving personnel, drivers, protection per- 
sonnel, the director, control and management cadres, etc. received awards in accord- 
ance with their degree of participation in the work. Warehouse personnel receive 
norm excess awards in accordance with the number of tons of cargo and each type the 
cargo sector has issued, received, etc, Anyone detained during the month by 
protection or public security agencies for damaging, losing or stealing goo 31 
not be considered for an award, 


Stimulation of cargo movement directly from the ship (without entering the port) has 
been emphasized. Besides the assigned norms following 4 percentage of the total amount 
of goods of the unit moved from the port, depending upon each cargo sector, norms ex- 
ceeded by 1 to 5 percent will receive a 10 percent award increase for each 1 percent 
calculated on the award for each of the cargo sector's norm excess tons; norms ex- 
ceeded by 6 to 10 percent will receive a 15 percent award increase for each 1 percent, 
etc. For example, if a 1 percent excess in a directly delivered cargo norm is 10 tons, 
each of these tons is worth an award of 2 hao /1 hao equals 0,1 dong/ compared with 
the 2 dong award for exceeding the norm by 1 ton (becoming 2.2 dong). 
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For cargo demanding synchronized withdrawal and transshipment such as machinery and 


equipment, scientific and technical supplies or steel warehouse frames, the corpor- 
ation discards the method of calculation by the ton or piece and uses a method of 
calculation by each complete machine or warehouse frame, Any unit engaged in syn- 
chronized withdrawal and transshipment will calculate cash awards in accordance with 
a fixed percentage of the value of that item, This award method assists the corpor- 
ation in reducing situation in which machinery and equipment becomes scattered; ran- 
dom and non-selective efforts by the workers are reduced; and the machinery and equip- 
ment is rapidly brought to the recipient, 


The movement and transshipment of cargo long stockpiled and scattered about the ware- 
house and pier receives a higher cash award than that of cargo newly received, This 
form reduces occurrences of dodging heavy work and seeking easy and light work in re- 
ceiving and accumulating cargo, This is because that in the movement and transship- 
ment of these types of cargo, much more time is required to find the cargo, move ve- 
hicles and cranes, handle, etc, 


As a unit receiving and supplying material, what does the corporation do for the 
source of the uniform cash awards above? The corporation annually loses a large 
amount of money in fines for goods long stored in port warehouses, This cargo is 
Slowly transshipped and stockpiled and the unit must increase the amount of interest 
paid the bank, Also, slowly transshipped and stockpiled cargo results in increased 
damage and loss, In the three circumstances above, if prompt cargo withdrawal and 
transshipment is organized, the unit could earn a no small amount of capital. From 
actual experience and in coordinating application of decisions 25-CP and 26-CP of the 
Council of Ministers, the corporation has conducted scientific calculations, form- 
lated a nlan for creating a specific cash award source and has received the support 
of fine cial and banking sectors, It calculated that if the corporation can monthly 
withdrew and transship an amount of cargo at the highest level (60 percent more than 
the average level during the last 6 months of 1980), the economic effects gained in 
reducing warehouse expenses, bank interest, transportation, handling, loss and dan- 
age would be more than 250,000 dong. Meanwhile, the cash awards for all steps and 
forces participating in cargo withdrawal and transshipment in accordance with the 
forms above would only be a little more than 130,000 dong. The state would also 
gain by reducing monthly expenditures by more than 120,000 dong; not counting the 
savings in gasoline and the greater effects of primary level units promptly receiv- 
ing supplies for promoting production and business. 


Obstacles Still Exist 


According to the opinion of a majority of workers and cadres in the corporation, the 
new methods of work assist the unit in overcoming weaknesses and delay while raising 
management standards and increasing labor productivity. However, there are still 
obstacles to be resolved. 


First of all, whether the amount of cargo moving directly is great or small depends 
to a significant degree on concerned foreign trade units. In order for the cargo to 
move directly from the ship or pier to the primary level production and business 
unit, the receiving corporation must first of all clearly know the specific cargo 
details of each bale and package through shipping documents supplied by the foreign 
trade unit. For a long time, foreign trade units have assured only about 50 percent 
of this matter; in many cases, they have supplied only the total amount in scores of 
cases with no specifications of each one. These goods must be stored in the port 
warehouse for searching, classifying and registering. 
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Secondly, the movement and transshipment of goods by the corporation also is largely 
dependent on the rail cars, bridges and cranes of the railroad, station and port sec- 
tors. For a long time, these units have only achieved a little more than one half of 
the contract, 


The third obstable is what to do to well-coordinate methods of resisting negative 
aspects in the movement and rapid transshipment of cargo from the port, Not a few 
cases have occurred in which cargo was stalled for hours just waiting for the in- 
spection of one unit or one detachment or another, Or, although corporation ware- 
houses and those of the port are only a few hundreds of meters apart, vehicles must 
still travel all about transporting cargo or cargo is handled by the transportation 
method, etc, 


Under present circumstances, with the new methods of work and if concerned sectors 
will assist in resolving the obstacles above, the corporation has the ability to 
withdraw and transship cargo at Haiphong Port at a higher level,

ROAD CONSTRUCTION CONTINUES FOR HYDROELECTRIC PLANT 
lia Dong HA SON BINH in Vietnamese 14 Mar 81 p 2 
[Article by Thai Hien: “Building Road To Serve Hao Binh Hydroelectric Plant") 


[Excerpt] When the Hao Binh hydroelectric plant on the Da River is completed, the 
lake water level will rise. A number of areas lying 120 m below sea level will 
then be flooded, including 16 villages of Da Bac District and some villages in Mai 
Chau, Tan Lac and Ky Son districts and Hoa Binh City. 


According to plan, our provincial communications and transportation branch must 
build 140 km of road--level 5, mountain type-- along with hundreds of bridges, 
ditches, sluices and underground waterways, at the cost of 12 million dong over 5 
years (1981-85). The main purpose is to move the properties, houses and belongings 
of nearly 20,000 people, for the most part from the Muong, Dao, Thai, Tay, Ao Ta 
ethnic minorities, to new resettlement places. Once completed, the planned roads 
will lead to the landing piers of the hydroelectric complex. 


Due to streamlined and synchronized production, and maximal association between 
mechanized equipment and manpower, and particularly to the product contractual 
process, labor productivity at the road building sites has increased from 50 to 

150 percent. So far one-half of the volume of work on the Tien Phong-Cao Son portion 
measuring 11.5 km, has been completed. The road builders have strived to complete 
the entire job by 31 March 81, in time to celebrate the traditional festival of 
production and combat of the communications and transportation branch scheduled 

for 25 March.

The title "People's Artist" involves 
a medal and a 10,000 dong cash award. The title “Artist Emeritus" involves a 
medal and a cash award of 5,000 dong. The list of title winners is made public 
each year on the occasion of National Day (September 2).
